U.S. Expert Tells Court 
Blows Didn't Kill Jones 


By United Press International 


A top-flight 
logist testified 
“it is highly 
necticut socialite 
was killed by 
punches. 


Dr. Oscar B. Hunter of Wa- 
shington told Tokyo District 
Court that Jones was extremely 
drunk May 8 and probably 
staggered. blindly around his 
cluttered Imperial Hotel suite 
until he finally pulled a 33 
pound floor lamp down on him- 
self. 


The 42-year-old expert said 
the heavy lamp probably silash- 
ed the left side of Jones’ lip, 
severing an artery, and caused 
a “subdural hematoma” type of 
hemorrhage that “develops 
slowly over a matter of hours.” 

Hunter gave a closely reagon- 
ed expert opinion in the man- 
slaughter trial of Joseph P. 
Crowley, Jones’ brother-in-law 
and business associate. 

Crowley, 49, a former Yale 

star from Hamden, 
is charged with fatally

Hunter, who based his opin- 
ion on autopsy reports, photo- 
graphs and other expert opin- 
ions, challenged the findings of 
several Japanese doctors who 
insisted that 31 bruises on 
Jones’ body were caused by 
punches. 

He said he estimates that 
Jones had 3.22 milligrams of 
alcohol per cubic centimeter of 
blood at the time he was in- 
jured, around 4 a.m. 

“That is a very high rate,” he 
said, “one at which an individual 
would be grossly uncoordinated 
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and would be staggering.” 

Hunter, is consulting patholo- 
gist to the coroner of Washing- 
ton, D.C., and to the medical ex- 
aminers of Maryland and Virgi- 
nia, added: 


The pathologist said it was 
“impossible” for him to identify 
any of the bruises on Jones’ body 
as resulting from punches. At 
the same time, he said many of 
the bruises “definitely” did not 
come from fists. 

Hunter said if Crowley had 
punched Jones in the mouth 
and the left side of the face, 
his right hand probably would 
have shown wounds from Jones’ 
teeth. Japanese police said 
there was nothing wrong with 
Crowley’s right hand but made 
a major point out of the fact 
that his left hand was sprained. 

The Washington expert also 
explained how bloodstains came 
to be 6 feet up on the wall of 
the hotel room. He said if 
Jones’ lip were cut as deeply 
as doctors said it was, the arte- 
ry would have been severed 
and blood would have spurted a 
distance of “at least 6 feet.” 

Earlier vesterday, Ben H. 
Guill, vice chairman of the Fed- 
eral Maritime Board, testified 
that he and Jones were teasing 
Crowley about a Japanese night 
club hostess only a couple of 
hours before Jones was fatally 
injured. 

Guill had visited several night 
clubs with Jones and Crowley 
May 7 and early May 8, and 
dropped in their room “some- 
where between 3 and 3:30 a.m.” 

When Japanese prosecutors 
asked him if anyone had ridi- 
culed Crowley’ about a_ girl 
named Junko Nishikawa from 
the Benibasha night club, Guill 
replied: 

“There may have been a little 
teasing, saying ‘You're a big 
chump for spending your 
monev.” We may have all join 
ed in. It might have been 
Jones. lt might have been 
Kissinger (Frederick M. Kissin- 
ger of Brandywine, Md., a busi- 
ness associate of Jones and 
Crowley). It might have been 
me.” 

Asked how Crowley reacted 
to the teasing, Guill said, “He 
laughed. He said—weil—he 


said, ‘One more night.’ ”

TOMAKOMAT (Kyoedo)— 
Three workers were arrested 
and 89 others injured when 
pelice tried to break up a 
savage fight between members 
of two rival trade unions at the 
gate of the Oji Paper Co. yester- 
day, 

Thirty policemen were report- 
ed injured in the clash, the 
latest in a series of ugly fist- 
fights that has heightened ten- 


sion in this Hokkaido factory 
city. 
The clash erupted when a 


force of 550 policemen escorted 
two court-appointed bailiffs to 
the factory gate where 2,000 
members of the plant’s main 
union had formed a “human 
wall” picket line. 


The bailiffs were sent to the 
plant to enforce an injunction 
by the Hokkaido District Court 
under which the striking main 
union has been forbidden to 
prevent members of a splinter 
union from entering the fac- 
tory. 

The bailiffs were accompanied 
by some 400 nonstriking mem- 
bers of the splinter union. 


As the policemen crashed the 
picket line to force entry for 
the bailiffs, members of the two 
rivaling unions starte?lugging 
each other. Then the police 
started swinging their batons 
to break up the fight. 

The battle ended in a bloody 
draw. The main union, how- 
ever, claimed a victory as it 
had succeeded in blocking the 
entry of the splinter union, 

Police said the bailiffs retreat- 
ed at 3:45 p.m. “to prevent fur- 
ther bloodshed.”

The fivediay fifth International Congress on Diseases of the 
Chest closed yesterday in round-table discussions at the Tokvo 
Kaikan in which some 1,500 doctors took part. 

About 400 reports were presented during the meeting by 
more than 1,000 foreign and Japanese physicians, 


Dr, Seymour M. Farber, pres- 
ident-elect, American College of 
Chest Physicians, said the con- 
gress was an “unforgettable ex- 
perience.” He spoke at the 
executive council meeting of the 
college yesterday afternoon. 


“This international meeting 
has been tremendously success- 
ful both from the § scientific 


point of view and the personal 
pleasure of meeting old friends 
and making new ones,” he said. 


The executive director, Mur- 
ray Kornfeld, of Chicago, prais- 
ed the Japanese who worked for 
the congress, 


The round-table discussions 
were conducted in 27 groups. 
Each group dealt with a dif- 
ferent subject, 


The discussions were “as 
fruitful as the presentation of 
papers,” according to Dr. Roger 
H. Wilson, press officer at the 
congress. He praised the efforts 
of Dr, Jo Ono, secretary general 
of the congress. 


At the final session yesterday 
morning, about 50 doctors read 
reports, 


Dr. wo Sakakibara of To- 
kyo reported on his method of 
open heart surgery. 


Dr. Attilio Omodei Zorini, 
director of the Carlo Forlanini 
Institute, Rome, reported on 
results of a study among chil- 
dren exposed to tuberculosis. 
He said that although immuni- 
zation against TB is not safe if 
one has been exposed to TB re- 
cently, his method, using INH, 
an anti-TB drug, has proved to 
be able to protect children in 
families where there are TB 
patients.

U.K. Rejects 
Japan Plea 
On H-Tests 


Britain told Japan yesterday 
that it was not ready to halt 
nuclear tests pending the open- 
ing of big power negotiations 
Oct. 31 for an agreement to sus- 
pend such tests under effective 
international control. 

The rejection was contained 
in a note vérbale, dated Sept. 5 
and delivered to the Japanese 
Government through the British 
Embassy in Tokyo. 

A Foreign Office announce 
ment quoted the note as saying 
the British Government Was not 
prepared to suspend nuclear 
tests at present in the interests 
of national security. 

In the note, Britain assured 
Japan that the current series of 
tests would be completed as 
soon as possible, 

The note was in reply to a 
representation by the Japanese 
Government Aug. 19 calling for 
the suspension of British nu- 
clear tests in waters near 
Christmas Island.

ectivity in the United States 
and Canada were presented hy 
the National Council of 
Churches jn its 1959 “Yearbook 
of Améritan Churches,” publish- 
ed today. 

The compilation, covering 255 
church bodies in 48 states and 
the District of Columbia. show- 
ed a total of 104,189,678 persons 
belonging to all faiths, 

Membership by faiths is: Pro- 
testants, 59,823,777: Roman 
Catholic, 35,846,477: Jewish, 4. 
500,000, and Eastern Orthodox, 
2,540,446. 

The Methodist church is the 
largest Protestant body, with 
9.543.245 members, The 27 
Baptist denominations represent 
the largest religious “family,’ 
however, with nearly 20 million 
members. There are 12,059,400 
Methodists in 22 Methodist 
bodies; 7,529,773 Lutherans in 19 
bodies, and 4,043,052 Presbyterl- 
ans in 10 bodies. 

Over-all membership increase 
was the first since World War 


Ii that failed to keep pace with | 


the total U.S. population in- 
crease, Church membership 
rose by nine-tenths of 1 per cent, 
while the population rise was 
estimated at 1.7 per cent. 


Last year, when 62 out of 
every 100 Americans were re- 
ported to have church affilia- 


tion, the membership rise was 3 
per cent, nearly double the 
population rise, 

A spokesman for the National 
Council said the slackening in- 
crease probably was “only a 
breather” in the religious up- 
surge that has swept the nation 
since World War Il. He said

With ‘Teeth’ 
Being Sought 


CHICAGO (UPI)—A commit- 
tee formed by the Major 
Leagues has been charged with 
formulating a bonus rule “with 
teeth” to end spending sprees 
for untested baseball players 
by the leagues’ December meet- 
ing. 

The leagues also organized 
another committee to study the 
deterioration of the minor 
leagues, and a “needed realign- 
ment” of the minors, 

The committees were formed 
at a closing session Tuesday of 
a two-day meeting of American 
and National League officials. 

Club officials voted unani- 
mousiy on the bonus rule issue 
and named a committee—made 
up of three officials from each 
the junior and senior circuits 
and three from the minor 
leagues—to tackle the problem. 
In addition to drawing up a 
rule with teeth in it, the com- 
mittee was charged to set a 
limit on bonus payments, pos- 
sibly at $10,000, and to study 
player draft rules, 

Baseball Commissioner Ford 
Frick said he and league offi- 
cilals “were strong” for the re- 
turn of a bonus ruie which 
would halt excessive payments 
to high school! and college play- 
ers. The bonus rule was abolish- 
ed for the 1958 season and Frick 
confirmed that more than $6 
million was paid out by the 
Major League clubs for untried 
rookies,

Since 1955, an attempt has 
been made by the Government 
and Dietmen under influence of 
industrial circles to legislate a 
law which will exempt specific

The proposed law will cover 
various branches of industry, 
including textile. coal and 
fertilizer manufacturing as well 
as agriculture, 

Meanwhile, a change has 
been taking place in the nature 
of the Fair Trade Commission, 
the watchdog of the Anti- 
monopoly Law. 

Since the appointment of 
Koki Naganuma, former vice 
finance minister, as chairman 
of the commission succeeding 
Masatoshi Yokota, legal expert, 
in April this year, most of the 
commission members have been 
replaced with those more sym- 
pathetic with enterprise amalga- 
mation. 

Sharply Criticized 

The commission under Naga- 
numa’s chairmanship approved 
the merger of the aforesaid two 
dairy firms by scrapping the 
once important principle that 
no amalgamation of enter- 
prisess which would enable 
them to account for more than 
30 per cent of the total national 
production would be approved. 

Such a step, informed sources 
observe, betrays the latest 
change of character of the com- 
mission to some extent.
